AUSTRALIAN REPORT 


Herb Elliot, 18, Runs 4:06

Aussie track was lifted out the post-Olympic doldrums by the appearance 
of a potential top world class miler, Herb Elliot of Perth. 

Temporarily domiciled in Melbourne, and training under the guidance of 
Percy Cerutty, the 18-year-old Elliot broke Ron Clarke's world unofficial junior 
(under 19) record by 0,8 with 4:06.0 at Olympic Park on January 12. Leading 
all the way from teammate Geoff Fleming (another Cerutty product), Elliot 
paced steadily through laps of 63.0, 63.0, 62,0 to bring up the three quarters in 
3:08,0, racing over the last lap in 58.0 to produce his most impressive 4:06. 0. 
Fleming returned 4:07. 6. 

In the firstdivision an unknown pacemaker led through the 440 in 59, 2 
well clear of Clarke, with Merv Lincoln fifth. Clarke moved to the lead coming 
off the first turn, leading Lincoln halfway in 2:03.0, Clarke ran the third 440 
in 63.0, and tried to stretch out along the back straight, but Lincoln quickly cut 
him down, sweeping into the lead on the last turn and racing away to win easily 
in 4:04,0, the second fastest mile of his career. His fastest was 4:00.6 behind 
Landy last January. Clarke, who in my opinion lacks the grip to become great

Dwyer Beats Tabori, Ash 


Boston, Jan, 19--Fred Dwyer ran his fastest two mile and moved to num- 
ber three on the all-time indoor list with an 8:52, 4 win over Laszlo Tabori and 
Nip Ashenfelter in the first big meet of the 1957 indoor season. 

Declining to run the mile, on which his chief ambitions are centered, the 
25-year-old salesman took on indoor record (8:50.5) holder Ashenfelter and the 
great Hungarian, who was making his American and indoor debut, in an event 
which suited them better. Dwyer let his rivals set the pace until 14 laps (240 
yards) to to, then put on a burst and swept to an easy win. Ash had no response 
and finished a distant third, nearly half a lap back, while Tabori started kicking 
too late and was beaten by 10 to 15 yards. Only Ashenfelter, Fred Wilt (8:50. 7) 
and Greg Rice (8:51.0) have run faster indoor. two miles. It was a Boston Garden 
and meet record, old marks being 8:53 by Ash and 8:55.3 by Charley Capozzoli, 
both in 1953.

Tenth World Ranking 


World ranking, originated and now presented for the tenth year by TRACK 
& FIELD NEWS, is an attempt to bring order and significance to the inevitably 
coniusing mountain of statistics and results which comprise each track year. 

The rankings, of course, are not exact, representing as they do the per- 
sonal judgment of the rankers. But since these rankers are two of the world's 
most respected track authorities we present their annual summations with the 
assurance that they will cause a minimum of controversy. 

These rankings reveal many facts of interest. For instance: only two 
Olympic winners failed to rank first in their events; in 16 of 20 events the first 
ranked men were not so placed last year; three other leaders had been in top in 
years prior to 1955; the man to most dominate one event is vaulter Bob Richards, 
who leads for the 8th straight year; nearest contemporary rivals are Parry 
O'Brien and Adhemar da Silva, each leading for the 5th time; second in all-time 
totals to Richards’ 8 is Emil Zatopek's 7 consecutive years as “he number one 
10,000 man; most variable event is the steeplechase, which has seen a new 
leader for each of the past nine years.

Cerutty, who some 2 years ago predicted Elliot would become a world- 
record breaker, says that the boy's prospects are unlimited, and that he could 
in time set a great series of times from the mile up. "The foot injury has slowed 
Elliot's training, but I think that is to the good just now. He has great tenacity, 
and is willing to punish himself to achieve his ends. So far he seems to be the 
coaches answer. I expect him, if all goes well, to run world records from 1500 
through 10000 meters with 4 years, There is not one point physically or mentally 
I can fault in Elliot, He is terrifically strong in the upper body, runs faster as 
he tires. He is not conceited. 

Elliot says Cerutty's personality has had a great effect on his career.

We study history in order to interpret the present and predict the future, 
but my interpretations of recent track history proves only that predicting the 
future is like trying to high jump 14 feet. Results of predictions by many track 
nuts and "experts" show that predicting more than half of the Olympic winners 
is excellent. Below are the results of the efforts of many individuals: 

THE SIX "EXPERTS" published in the November issue were at a 
disadvantage because of a November Ist deadline. Those predictitions were 
scored according to my 1952 method, and the winner was again my little 
brother, Bert. He had a score of 17 points, to 11 for me, 2 for Norris 
McWhirter, and minus 2 for Max Stiles. McWhirter predicted the most winners 
(14), Stiles had the most medal winners (44), and Bert had the most place 
winners (85). Bert was best in the jumps, hurdles, and middle distances (400- 
1500). McWhirter topped the weight prognosticators, Stiles was best at the 
sprints and relays, and I came out on top for the distance runs. 

ANOTHER PRIVATE CONTEST was conducted among the TRACK & FIELD 
NEWS tour members, using a simple scoring method concocted by tour manager 
Jack Dozier. Those of you who recall my years of longing for success as a 
prognosticator will understand my childish delight when I won a narrow victory 
over McWhirter and Foster Rucker. (In that contest, I had 14 winners and 
45 medalists.) 

PROGNOSTICATORS CLUB champion for the Olympics is impossible to 
determine because I did not specify a scoring method. Nine men correctly 
predicted 14 winners. They were: Foster Rucker, Bill Dozier, Syd De Roner, 
Mardik Martin, Ronnie Chase, Richard Vind, H.E. Martin, Howard Munro, and 
Peter May. A count of medal winners found two men bettering the 45 Norris 
McWhirter and I scored in the tour contest; Jack Mortland had 46 and Ronnie 
Chase an amazing 49. But when place winners were totaled, only H. E. Martin 
could equal Bert's total of 85. Using my 1952 scoring method, only two men 
were able to return plus scores. Ronnie Chase scored 14 points, and Don 
Lester scored a whopping 39. Lester, a Los Angeles fan, had 13 winners, 45 
medalists, and 82 placers. In running up his impressive score, Lester topped 
Bert's total in the middle distances and jumps, and beat McWhirter in the 
weights. 

PREDICTIONS have some value. They certainly add zest to our sport, 
and they point out the uncertainty of winning, which creates excitement and 
suspense during the competition. For example, in the September issue of 
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Profiles of Champions.

All-Ohio in foot- 
ball. Majoring in industrial arts, Plans to be salesman. 











1954, I attempted to predict the 1956 Olympics. If you want a hearty laugh, 
thumb back and look at my folly; not counting relays, I named only four 
winners. It is a startling fact that most of the Olympic champions were 
unknown or unthought of as little as two years ago: Even more surprising, to 
me, is that in the April issue of 1956 I could still predict only six winners, 
(although I had 30 medalists against only 21 in 1954), Thus, we have strong 
evidence that the Olympics are a seasonal meet, and the moral is that we 
should hol.i them more often. (Personally, I'd like to start attending the 
European championships, where the distance runs are as good as in the 
Olympics.) Another thing we learn from past predictions is that fantastic 
performances by unsuspected athletes lie in the near future. What fun it's 
going to be: 

A BETTER SCORING METHOD for predictions is desperately needed. My 
1952 method scores higher for certain freak errors, and it is too complicated. 
Can anyone show me a good method of scoring? 

MORE PREDICTIONS. No discussion of predictions would be complete 
without some predictions. Here are my ideas on 1960 Olympic champions: 
100- Morrow, 200- Morrow, 400- Southern, 800- Sowell, 1500- Delany, 
steeplechase- Deacon Jones, 5000- Thomas, 10,000- Lawrence, marathon- 








Kuts, HH- Calhoun, 400 H- Southern, HJ- Dumas, PV- Gutowski, BJ- 
Johnson, HSJ- Ira Davis, SP- Bantum, Dis- Oerter, Jav- Danielsen, Ham- 
Hall, decathlon- Johnson, relays- USA. (If I get 6, I'm lucky.)

So They Tell Me

_ IRV SHULNIN, North Hollywood, Calif: "Jack Davis’ loss at Melbourne 
is all the more ironic when it is remembered that in both his narrow Olympic 
losses he ran his greatest race. Until the 52 Games he had never broken 14.0 
legitimately, yet under the pressure of the biggest race of all he ran 13.7, only 
to lose. This time he had his 13.4 and even a suspect 13.3, but under the con- 
ditions his 13.5 in the Games must ve the fastest hurdle race ever--except for 
Calhoun's. This is confirmed, among other ways, by a look at the other 
placers. Shankle, who ran 14.0 in both heats, ran only 14.1, the fartherest 
back of either Calhoun or Davis he finished all year. The other three finalists 
couldn't better 14.7, although Lauer had done 14,1 in his heat, and Stolyarov 
14.3, and 10 others in heats, not counting those mentioned above, had bettered 
14,7. So you know the track and wind must have been very bad." 

BOB BEHR, Wellesley Hills, Mass: 'Tom Courtney's torso doesn't just 
look powerful. He is quite an arm wrestler and numbers Hal Connolly and Al 
Hall among his victims. Tom will be after Whitfield's 600 record this winter. 
Hal is using three turns for the big indoor weight since the timing is the same 
as in the hammer. The conventional two turns indoors requires a difficult 
transition period. Connolly hopes to do public relations work after his throwing 
days are over. Bob Rittenberg, the 400 hurdler, will have a go at the 600 
indoors. He is in top shape after his Finnish tour." 

WALTER MACK, Glendale, Calif.: 'I was indeed very happy to see that 
the collegiate coaches have seen the light and favor the adoption of the full Olym- 
pic program as an annual affair. Now if only the indoor and outdoor meet pro- 
moters would toss out the 2 mile run and replace it with a 3 mile or 5000 meter 
event, as well as splicing a 6 mile or 10,000 run in where possible, we may be 
able to climb out of the cellar. Certainly as far as races from 1500 up are con- 
cerned the 1956 Games were the worst showing of a squad in Olympic competi- 
tion ever for the U.S." 

GRAHAM PADGETT, England: "I wish in no way to detract from the fine 
record of Henry Laskau, but I feel bound to make some comment on the ortho- 
doxy of his style. However correct his walking may be in the film sequences 
one point is irrefutable. Just look a little closer at the photograph and you will 
see quite plainly that both feet are off the ground."" (Ed. note: If reader Padgett 
and others will look even more closely at the October, 1956 photo they will see 
that Laskau has just broken the finish tape and is no longer required to walk.)
